JOHNSTON, Pa., November 21.—While 


over 100 Italian railroad laborers were 
asleep In a. shanty near Lilly, Pa., on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, early todry the 
building caught flre and before the men 
c«uld escape at least 27 were burned to 
death and a score or more were se.'iously 
Injured. The men -were employed !'}• Mc- 
Menamin and Sims on the Pennsylvania 
railroad Improvements between Lii:y and 
Portage. There were 600 on the jib, all 
Italians and In the Shanty which burned 
were 125 of these. The shanty was about 
100 feet long, one story 
In height and 


built In the usual style of such quarters. 
The eastern end was devoted to the cook- 
Ing and eating, while the men s!ept In 
bunks like sardines In a can,. In the 
wectarn end. There was only ono iioor at 
each end and the windows were few and 
•mall. 
The flre Is supposed to have started 


from an overheated stove In the eastern 
end. The building burned tike tinder and 
the flames were upon the men before any 
of -them were arousacl. 
Then began a 


struggle for the outside and life,. 
They 


fought and scramble! lor the; doors and 
the 
weaker were crushed down and 


trampled on. Others were roas'ed .to 
death there. 


Those who strove for. the doors t.-ere In 


the wildest sort of panic. They fought 
•nd kicked and among those who escaped 
there are many who ucar marks of the 
fierce strife -which took place In this bat- 
tle for life. 
A frw got out of th( small 


•windows, minus clothing and with their 
bodies cut by broken glass. 


Many of those who did manage- to get 


cut had their savings of years In their 
trunks which they left behind them In 
the building 
Remembering this 1act as 


Boon as they got om.-it.le they foug'H just 
BS fiercely to get back. A tew succeeded 
but for the sake of their hoarded treas- 
ure they gave up their liven.

believe a single man of those who re- 
turned succ'-eiled In pi-ttiiif.- out again. 
In the ruins today some ot th" < orpses 
were close i-.esirle the hooped

at the dispute between the Chicago 
itreat railroad companies ai.d their 
etriklhs employes, but the railroad 
people at first placed themselves In a 
bad light by refusing to arbitrate.

settlemenuthey declined to agree upon 
any basis for arbitration. They thus 
closed the door to all attempts at medi- 
ation.

Public opinion Is always against the 


man who refuses to arbitrate, such

cause. It la often evidence o! a con- 
viction that a. cause can be won inde- 
pendent of 1U merits. 


The owner« of the Chicago street 


railroads Ignore the fact that ':here are 
more than two parties to the dispute. 
While there are only two sides to the 
questions at Issue between cue rail- 
roads and. the carmen, the publio U 
really the chief party In Interest. It IE 
the party that Is being hurt f.ie worst, 
yet is being denied a voice In settling 
the controversy. It Is not on:y incon- 
venienced and disturbed by the strike, 
but It Is being 
laid 
under financial 


burdens to maintain order ani protect 
property during a very trying crisis. 


For their own convenience the citi- 


zen* of Chicago have granted certair 
corporations the right to operate rail- 
ways on the public streets. These cor- 
porations operate their roads for their 
own financial advantage, but they an 
obligated to render the service to thi 
public that was the condition on which 
their franchises were grantee1. 


This they are not doing. Or, the con 


trary, they are taxing the police powers 
aa well as the patience of its citizen- 
to prevent the lawless disturbance:' 
thVt result from their dlsiute with 
their employes.

Under the act passed 
by the last legislature 7500 copies aro to 
be printed this year, fifty for the gover- 
nor, 
twenty for each member of

for distribution 
to 
libraries, 


other states, etc. 


The Blue Book will this 
year 
far 


eclipse ajiythlng of the kind produced be- 
fore at the capital. It will 
be 
much 


larger than usual and will be a thorough 
compendium of the official life and condi- 
tion of the State. So many changes have 
occurred since the last Blue Book was la- 
sued in. 1S99 that there is at present no 
reliable gazetter as to terms and officials 
and a good many mistakes and compli- 
cations have "resulted. Recently a num- 
ber of notaries nearly lost the renewal 
of their commissions through an error 
as regards the dates of their tenure, the 
mistake bein;r discovered in compiling the 
statements for tho new book.
